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AN EMPIRE IN EMBRYO. 


THE COUNTRY LYING BETWEEN 
RENO AND OREGON. 


The Hundred and Fifty Mile Desert 
and the wonders of the way—Sur- 
prise Valley’s Magnificent Pos- 
sibilities-- Who Lives there 
and what they 
enn Raise. 


The man who makes a trip from 
Reno north to the Oregon line and 
back ought to write a book. He can- 
not begin to tell all he sees in a news- 
paper article of reasonable length. 
For the first 150 miles he rides 
through the barren sagebrush vaileys 
and along ranges of mountains, but 
even here he will find wonders that it 
is almost impossible to pass over 
without a chapter. To the right of 
the road lie the Pyramid mines that 
have helped to keep Washoe county 
poor for five years. Further along 
lies Blackrock Desert, a petrified lake 
in banks of hills; not even sagebrush 
will grow on it, and for 45 miles it 
stretches brown and desolate. A 
cave or two tempts the explorer and 
geological wonders are scattered all 
along the way. But the wonder of 
wonders is the beautiful lake that 
stretches iu matchless beauty for forty 
miles in extent. Duck Flat and 
Buffalo meadows are the only places 
between Reno and Surprise valley 
that can raise feed enough to keep a 
horse. The meadows stretch up and 
down a narrow canyon for three miles. 
It is owned by Mr. Mulquindey, and 
by Clark & Martin, the weil-known 
stock men. The first place in 


SURPRISE VALLEY 


Reached by the stage road is the Cop- 
persmith brothers’ fine ranch, a mile 
and a half west of the State line. To 
the south of them rises a divide. that 
fences in the valley on that end and 
sixty miles north stands Bidwel! 
mountain with two white spots on its 
face, which furnish a land-mark 
reaching all over the valley, immedi- 
ately under which lies the fort. A 
high ridge fences off Goose Lake val- 
ley on the west and another, Long val- 
ley on the east. From Coppersmith's 
to Fort Bidwell, with very little in- 
termission, the road runs through or 
along the west side of well cultivated 
land. It lies on the west side of the 
valley between the mountains and 
three lakes or large ponds, that have 
no outlet except into each other, at 
high water. The lower lake is nearly 
dry at this season, but its alkaline bed 
is quite extensive. The middle of the 
two is very narrow, but nearly fifteen 
miles Jong. It is not over two miles 
wide. The northern lake is three 
times as wide and about the same 
leogth. Over one fourth of the val- 
ley is water. There is some talk of 
draining the northern lake by cutting 
acanal about three miles through a 
sandy divide, into Middle lake. It 
would give about thirty thousand 
acres of land, which would have some 
alkali at first, but that would soon 
drain off. Surprise Valley is four 
times as good a piece of land as the 
Truckee meadows That is, there are 
nearly 80,000 acres there under culti- 
vation, against 20,000 acres here, and 
itis better land. It is very strong, 
rich laud, with fully as good, and per- 
haps a better climate. Instead of hav- 
ing to dig long ditches’ the water 
comes down across it naturally and 
moistens it thoroughly. Dozens of 
creeks tumble ont of the Goose Lake 
valley divide, and no one who has not 
tried it can imagine how much cheap- 
er it is to raise crops that way. It is 
said that with

And grain at a cent a pound the farm- 
ers would all get rich. Over 300,000 
bushels of grain have been raised this 
season, and the price is down to 
50 cents fur barley and 65 for wheat. 
The people are very anxious to get 
arailroad in order to enlarge their 
market, At present land has no hnown 
value. Twenty dollars an acre would be 
considered very high. Cash is scarce, 
and when any property does change 
hands it is usually paid for in some 
kind of a trade. There is a great deal 
of government land still vacant, and 
it is excellent land—level, free from 
rock and alkali, but water is scarce 
and more expensive. There is a great 
deal of it, however, that would not 
need irrigation to raise profitable crops 
when there is a railroad there. The 
cultivated land in the valley lies in 
three bunches. Eagle Creek waters the 
best piece of about 20,000 acres. The 
town of Eagleville is lucated on it. 
North of it the lake bed and moun- 
tain pinch in nearly together, but at 
Cedarville the water from the canyon 


west of town fertilizes about 10,000

acres of elegant grain land. Nine 


miles north lies Lake City, on the west 
side of about twice as large a tract. 
Fort Bidwell is sixteen miles north, 
and there is a narrow strip of good 
land all the way between. At the 
head of the lake it widens out te five 
miles, and between the lake and the 
mountains it is about three miles. 
Several creeks cross this tive piece of 
land and all their banks are lined with 
heavy growths of willows. On the 
west side of the valley lies 
BEAUTIFTL BIDWELL 

With the creek running right through 
the town. The soldiers’ quarters are 
on a bench of the foothills. Back of 
them rise the officers’ residences, and 
above all, in a commanding location, 
stands the hospitai, with a view that 
takes in the little village in the fore- 
ground, the green meadews and the 
bright water stretching away to the 
mountains. The creek is the line of 
the reservation, which is a mile wide 
and runs back three miles into the 
hills. The village is composed of a 
couple of stores, Adams’ hotel, Ward 
& Smith’s and Calderwood & Co.’s 
saloons and Weilmuenster & Folsher’s 
brewery. J. M. Sanders is Postmaster. 
There are Masonic, Odd Fellows and 
Good Templar lodges. Irvin Ayres is 
the chief supporter Of Bidwell as a 
business center. He came here as 
post-trader and has used the money he 


ö 


has made to develop the country. His 


present residence is Oakland, but his 
name is not erased in Bidwell. Ayers 
& Bucher own the big flour mill, 
Ayers & Calderwood own the stage 
lines to Reno and to Willow Ranch, 
Ayers & Lowell own the hardware 
store, Ayers & Wheeler own cattle iy 
Warner valley, Ayers & Poor own 
more cattle in Coleman valley, and 
Ayres owns the Bidwell dry good 
store. Mr. Ayres married Miss Poor of 
Reno, daughter of Judge Poor and 
sister of Mrs. Erank Bell and Mrs. 
Powning and Frank and James Poor. 
His brother, B. Ayres is a General in 
the army and is now in command at 
Washington, D. C. : 

Peter Peterson and Mr. McCon- 
naughy have fine farms and hand- 
some houses almost iu the village. 
The latter has cattle he refused $139- 
000 for the other day. W. B. Whit- 
temore has 800 acres of fine land, be- 
sides lots of cattle. James and 
Robert Fee have both fine places; also 
W. E. Monroe. John and Dan. 
Beatty, H. O. Jopp, J. II. Smith, P. 
Horan, Pardon Brown and others. 
At Lake City Geo. Wimer has been 
the head and front for many years. 
He is an enterprisipg citizen and has 
kept the town alive. His sun keeps a 
bar and billiard hall. The land bere 
is divided into small farms, 320 acres 
being the largest. T. Garrett, Wood, 
Menscotte, Wallace, Bare, Barber 
brothers and Jacobs have nice places. 
Mr. Hamlen is postmaster and store- 
keeper. He will have J. C. Hagerman 
to bid against now. G. W. Johnson 
keeps the hotel. There is a wagon 
shop, Good Templars lodge, ete. Cedar- 
ville is the busiest piace north of Reno.

where they do well. W. Copper- 
smith has six hundred acres of good 
land. It is safe to say that this 
great valley, sixty miles long and 
fifteen miles wide, will some day be 
worth five times what it is now, and 
have five times the inhabitants. It 
is about the altitude of Reno, but a 
sharp ridge onthe west keeps out the 
wind and frost and snow. It raises 
excellent apples, vegetables and ber- 
ries, and will be a popular place 
when it can be reached. The people 
are intelligent, energetic and virtuous. 
There is not an improper house in the 
valley, and theft and crime are very 
rare. A loafer isa curiosity. The 
pursuits of horse and cattle raising 
have given the people different na- 
tures and habits from the old gastern 
States, but withal they live much as 
people used to there before the days 
of railroads. Daily papers are scarce. 
Pianos are curiosities, tere being on- 
ly three or four in the valley, and 
there are a good many boys and girls 
who never saw a railroad, telegraph or 
steamboat. 

There is less fret and hurry, more 
hospitality and generosity than in the 
great business Cities.

| THE DAY OF MOURNING.

How the Late President Garfield's Fu. 
neral Day Was Observed in 
Reno and Wadsworth. 

Yesterday was observed as a day of 
mourning in Reno. All the stores 
and saloons wereclosed, as well as the 
Postoffice, telegraph and express offi- 
ces, newspaper offices, ctc. Almost 
all public places and many private res- 
idences were draped in mourning, and 
many flags were flying at half mast. 
The funeral ceremonies were observed 
by a large procession, forming in the 
school grounds and marching slowly 
to the sétind of music to the Theater, 
which was crowded with people. The 
music and address there were very iin- 
pressive and all the ceremonies well 
arranged and carried out. There was 
much feeling manifested among all 
classes of citizens, and the tribute to 
the great and gentle dead was uni- 
versal, spontaneous and sincere. Ap- 
propriate. services were held in all the 
churches on Sunday, and both the 
singing and sermons devoted to the 
late President. 

AT WADSWORTH. 

Wapsworth, Sept. 26, 1881. 
To THE GazeTTe:—At 10:26 A. X. 
precisely the minute gun announced 
the opening of the obsequies of the 
late President Garfield. The ladies 
having tastefully draped Gladding’s 
Hall, the people assembled at the 
school house, where the - procession 
was formed, headed by muffled drums 
and fifes, and amid the tolling of bells 
and firing of minute guns, proceeded 
to the hall. The procession consisted 
of school children and ladies and gen- 
tlemen, numbering 150 persons in 
all, with Messrs. Lee, Sawyer, 
Nugent, Holbrook, Proctor and Fel- 
nagle as pall bearers. Mr. McPher- 
son, as chairman of the day, superia- 
tended the ceremonies which were 
ably conducted by Mr. Fowler, with 
Mrs. Don Tillow as organist and a 
large corps of ladies as vocalists. A 
very nice address, lasting oue hour, 
was delivered, after which the assem- 
blage dispersed. The day was all that 
could be desired, the weather being 
cool and every detail passing off with- 
out accident.

THE PISTOL. 


STOCKHOLDER'’S MEETING WHICH 
RESULTED IN A SCHOOTING 
SCRAPE WITH PROBABLE 

FATAL RESULTS. 


D W. BALUH AND J. C. SCOVILLE 
THE MURDERED MEN. 


Tho Keen Contest Over the Control of 
the Nevada and Oregon, Results 

in a Shooting Scrape 
The town was thrown into a ferment 
this afternoon by the street news that 
a shooting scrape had taken place at 
the meeting of the stockholders of the 
Nevada and Oregon railroad. It was 
learned that 8. C. Scoville, ex-Secre- 
tary, and D. W. Balch, under Colonel 
Moore in the work of construction, 
had {been shot. Further than this 
could not be learned, but it called to 
gether knots of excited men all over 
the town to discuss the matter. 
It has long been known that there 
was a contest in prugress over the con- 
trol of the road, but the merits of this 
controversy have not been known, ex- 
cept to the trustees and stockholders. 
To-day has been set for a meeting of 
stockholders to remove trustees. At 
one o’clock the hour set for the meet- 
ing the shooting occurred. A GazETTE 
reporter gives the following 

STORY OK AN EYE WITNFSS. | 
About 12:30 the trustees, Messrs. 
John Sunderland, E. D. Wheeler, 
Trenmor Coflin, James McMechan, 
G. L. Woods and C. A. Bragg, were 
present, and also some laborers who 
were asking for their time. Some 
one after going outside, came in and 
said: 
„I don’t know where Moore is, but 
he will be here at 1 o’clock.”’ 
Moore, Balch, Scoville and Fowler 
came in, and Cogan was there and as 
Fowler came in, he said: 
„The meeting is called to order.” 
With that he went over to trustee 
MecMechan and grasping him by the 
collar tried to eject him from the 
room. Some one else shouted : 
** Come on boys!“ 
I saw Cogan coming into the room 
with his men and a pistol in his hand. 
Then the firing began and I got out 
assoon as possible. I saw one other 
pistol, but could not say who shot. 
Other parties present say that Co- 
gan had no pistol. 
ANOTHER STATEMENT. 
Tue stockholders of the Nevada and 
Oregon Railroad company met at 1 
o’clock this afternoon for the purpose 
of electing a new board of trustees. 
Upon entering the office they found 
E. D. Wheeler, Trenmor Coffin, 
James McMechan and John Sunder. 
land members of the old board of trus- 
tees. It was proposed by a stock 
holder to call the meeting to order 
upon this being mentioned, Wheeler, 
Coffin MeMechan and Sunderland 
proposed to organize the meeting 
immediately and take possession of it. 
Some stockholder present stated that 
these men were not stockholders, 
(meaning MeMechan, Wheeler, Coffin 
and Sunderland.) Some one made 
mention of bringing men in to put 
them out. Upon this Wheeler, Cofli: 
and McMechan drew their pistols aod 
began firing. 
THE THIRD STATEMENT 
Is to the effect that Messrs. Moore, 
Fowler and others entered the office 
about 1 o'clock. President Wheeler 
said, “Be seated, gentlemen.” 
Fowler then said, These men are 
not stockholders, and this is a stock- 
holder’s meeting. Will they with- 
draw.” 
[He meant Messrs. Wheeler, Me- 
Mechan, Coffin and Sunderland.] No 
one moved, whereupon Fowler said: 
“If they do not go we will bring 
men to put them out.” 
Fowler and Balch then tried te eject 
Messrs. McMeehan and Coffin succes- 
sively. Atthis point Cogen came in 
with a pistol in his hand and the firing 
commenced. 
RESULT OF THE FRAY. 

It is impossible to do more than 
give some of the many conflicting 
stories, but the results of the affair arc 
sufficiently certain, Ex-Secretary Sco- 
ville is now lying at his home vomit- 
ng blood, and it is not believed that 
he can live. His physician believes 
the ball has passed through his stom-

were released under bail of $5,000 
each. Messrs. Woods, Sunderland 
and Bragg were also taken in custo- 
dy, but were released on their own 
recognizance. The participants in 
the affair were all accosted by the Ga- 
ZETTE reporters, but refused to be in- 

terviewed. Four pistols were di-cov- 
ered at the Justices Court. McMe- 
chan’s pistol had three empty cham- 
bers. 

THE CONTEST. 

GAZETTE readers know of the stock- 
holders’ meeting which was called for 
to-day. It seems that trustees Mc- 
Mechan, Coffin, Wheeler and Sunder- 
land issued to themselves 50,000 shares 
of stock, ata recent meeting. Con- 
tractor Moore-thereupon brought suit 
and enjoined them from voting or 
transferring that stock. The case was 
then transferred to the U. 
S8. District Court. When the 
meeting was called to-day, 
E. B. Wheeler had in his pocket an 
order from the United States District 
Court, E. W. Hillyer presiding, modi- 
fying the injunction that issued from 
the First Judicial District some days 
ago, Court enjoining Waeeler, Coffin, 
McMeacham and Sunderland from 
voting their stuck at the stockholders’ 
meeting that wasto have been held to- 
day, so far as the voting d the stock 
went, aod allowing the defendants to 
vote their stock, but he did not pro- 
duce it or mention it in the meeting. 

The ante mortem statements of both 
Balch and Scoville were taken this 
afternoon. Balch says that Wheeler 
shot him. Wheeler says he had no 
pistol. There were four. There are 
four pistols in the possession of the 
officers which are credited to Me- 
Mechan, Coffin and Sunderland. The 
tourth was found on the floor. 

Judge Wheeler went ,to Steamboat 
this afternoon. 

The physicians say that the wounded 
men will both die, there being barely 
a hope for either.
